I'cr 
onally,  il  was  rcti'ntly  my  priviU-m-,  in  nmipany  with  .1  part\ 
of  (iistinKuinhcd  men  from  (iri*at  Britain,  lo  visit  rvcry  portion 
of  thc'T)ominion.  *Thc  tour,  whicii  wasumh-r  tlif  auspicos  of  th»- 
Canadian  C.overnnunt,  was  iarm-ly  niadi-  iM>ssil)U'  throuKli  tht- 
ffforts  of  Hen.  (ioorni'  K.  Kostt-r.  Minister  of  Tra(h-  and  Com- 
merce fo.  th(  Dominion,  who  with  the  keen  interest  that  he 
(hsplays  in  all  aovemenis  <Iesinned  for  Canada's  benefit,  realized 
the  great  importance  of  a  visit  i)y  leading  manufacturers  of  Great 
liritain  as  a  means  towards  strengtheniuK  the  trade  and  indus- 
trial ties  between  the  Motherland  and  the  Dominion.  We  tra- 
versed the  entire  country  from  Sytlney  lo  Victoria.  What  nu»st 
deeply  irnpn>ssed  me,  what  in  fact  impressed  all  the  visitors,  was 
the  strong  naticmal  sentiment  that  was  everywhere  in  evidence, 
rouplefl  with  an  abiding  faith  in  the  sujK-riority  of  British  insti- 
tutions and  a  firm  conviction  that  the  full  development  ni  Canadian 
nationality  must  be  dependent  upon  British  connection.  That 
feeling  is  as  conspicuous  in  the  West  as  it  is  in  the  East,  amongst 
new  settlers  as  amongst  old  residents.  True  Ci<nadian  nationalism 
in  fact  finds  its  most  striking  exemplification  in  he  sturdy  self- 
reliance,  broad  conceptions  and  intense  Canadianism  of  the  people 
of  Western  Canada,  who  are  laying  broad  and  deep  the  founda- 
tions of  a  mighty  nation. 

NAVAL  DEFENCE 


During  the  tour  which  made  me  prouder  than  ever  of  being 
a  Canadian,  more  confident  than  ever  of  the  glorious  destiny 
that  awaits  the  Dominion,  I   took  occasion  to  obtain  the  views

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Minister  ol  British  Colunil)ia,  was  enthusiastically  applauded 
when  during  the  course  of  an  eloquent  address  he  dwelt  upon 
the  fact  that  the  Dominion  has  reached  the  status  of  a  nation, 
and  th.1t  Car.:v!ians  are  determined  to  he  true  to  its  interests 
at  the  same  time  givinjj  due  recognition  to  the  interests  of  the 
Empire.  Notable  amongst  many  other  addresses  (leli\'ered  during 
the  tour  w<is  a  speech  made  at  Winnipeg  l)y  Mr.  J.  A.  M.  Aikins, 
M.P.,  in  the  course  of  which  the  eloquent  member  for  Brandon 
declared  that  the  people  of  Great  Britain  must  in  connection 
with  all  such  questions  as  the  naval  question  take  into  account 
the  strong  national  spirit  and  national  aspirations  of  Canadians. 
All  references  by  Canadian  speakers  to  the  commanding  position 
now  occupied  by  the  Dominion  found  a  responsive  chord  from 
the  distinguished  visitors  from  Great  Britain,  who  freely  acknow- 
ledged that  the  Dominion  must  in  future  have  a  large  say  in  con- 
nection with  the  determination  of  all  such  questions,  and  must 
be  considered  as  one  of  the  most  important  parts  of  a  great  whole. 
It  is  h  eresting  t)  recall  in  this  connection  with  what  an  out- 
burst of  enthusiasm  the  lines  compo-sed  by  Mr.  George  Mason, 
one  of  the  most  eloquent  speakers  of  the  British  party,  and  deli- 
vered by  him,  were  received  : — 

"The  seas  may  roll  and  time  and  distance  sever, 

"  But  this  vast  Empire  shall  remain  one  whole, 
'Both  now  and  ever." 


When  in  the  course  of  a  speech  which  the  writer  had  the 
privilege  of  making  at  a  notable  banciuet  given  by  the  City  of 
Brandon,  the  statement  was  made  by  him  that  for  Canadians 
the  interests  of  the  Dominion  must  always  be  the  first  and  fore- 
most consideration,  that  the  Dominion  as  an  autonomous  state 
within  the  Empire  would  ever  be  true  to  its  own  interests,  but 
at  the  same  time  would  not  disregard  the  interests  of  the  Empire, 
it  was  received  with  hearty  and  unanimous  approval. 

The  national  sentiment  of  the  Dominion  is  in  fact  now  so 
strong  that  I  am  convinced  that  the  tenure  of  any  Government 
which   would   propose  anything   that   would   tend   to  impair  our 
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autonomy,   or   infringe   upon   our   liberties,   would   be  extremely 
bnef,  but  anything  that  will  be  in  the  national  interests  of  the 
Domm,on  as  well  as  in  the  interests  of  the  Empire  as  a  whole. 
W.11  be  approved  by  the  predominating  sentiment  of  the  Canadian 
people       The  strength  of  Canadian  national  sentiment  was  strik- 
ingly demonstrated  last  year  when  it  was  aroused  by  the  annexa- 
tionist  utterances  of  leading  public   men   in   the   Cnited  States 
It  was  then  clearly  shown  that  Canadians  do  not  intend  that  the 
Dom.mon  shall   be -to  use  the  expression   of   President  Taft,- 
an  adjunct     of  the  United  States.     Nor.  as  the  Prime  Minister 
has  so  well  said.  Canadians  do  not  propose  that  the  Dominion 
shall  be  an  adjunct  even  of  the  British  Empire. 


AS  TO  PERMANENT  POLICY. 

At  this  session  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  it  is  not  Canada's 
permanent  na  al  policy  which  is  to  be  considered,  but  whether 
the  interests  of  the  Empire  are  menaced,  and  what  action  the 
Donnmon  shall  take  under  existing  circumstances.  The  Prime 
Minister  of  t  anada  in  his  recent  Montreal  speech  emphasized 
tie  distinction  that  should  be  made  between  two  questions,  one 
of  grave  conditions  confronting  the  Empire,  which  he  said  might 
demand  certain  consideration    and  certain  action,  and  the  ether 

polic>.     Mr    Borden,   on   the  same  occasion,   declared    that   he 
Tom  \",    ."  •  T    '"  P"^^"^"^^  °f  the  pledge  he  gave  in  November, 
1910    that  If  he  were  in  power  he  would  ascertain  whether  the 
Naval  issues  were  grave;  that  if  the  answer  to  that  question  by 
the  Government  of  the  Mother  Country  and  the  reports  of  the 
Admiralty  experts  were  such  as  to  demand   immediate  action 
then  he  would  appeal  to  Parliament  for  immediate  effective  aid 
and  .f  Parliament  did  not  give  that  aid  he  would  appeal  from 
Parliament  to  the  people  of  Canada. 

The  question  of  Canada's  permanent  naval  policy  will  not, 
therefore,  be  before  Parliament  this  session.  In  regard  to  the 
permanent  policy,  Mr.  Borden  has  emphatically  declared  that 
the  people  have  n  right  to  be  consulted,  and  the  people  will  be 
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consulted.     And    when    the    question    of    Canada's    permanent 
naval  policy  comes  to  be  considered  and  determined  by  the  Cana- 
dian people,  it  will   undoubtedly  be  considered  and  determined 
in  accordance  with  the  national  spirit  and  aspirations  of  the  people 
of  the   Dominion.     The  question   will   then   be   regarded   in   the 
light  of  Mr.  Borden's  solemn  and  emphatic  declarations  in  regard 
to  the  Dominion's  national  status.     In  other  words   the  perma- 
nent naval  policy  of  the   Dominion  must  be  and  will  be  a  truly 
national  policy  in  accordance  witii  that  national  spirit  to  which 
the  Prime  Minister  so  aptly  referred  in  his  recent  Montreal  speech. 
There  arc  many  who  hope  that  it  will  be  possil)le,  in  connection 
with   Canada's  permanent   naval  policy,  in  order  to  satisfy  the 
laudable  feeling  of  national  pride,  to  make  a  beginning  with  the 
formation  of  a  Canadian  fleet— necessarily  an  effective  fleet  form- 
ing a   "  fleet   unit  "—with    the   necessary  auxiliaries  of   building 
yards,    arsenals,    stores,    training     ships,    etc.     The    expenditure 
in  the  Dominion  itself  of  the  money  required  for  providing  the 
means  of  adequate  naval  defence  would,  if  it  were  possible,  cer- 
tainly lie  a  most  popular  move.     That  is  a  feature  that  will,  no 
doubi,  be  carefully  considered  in  connection  with  the  permanent 
policy. 

What  is  to  be  done  in  the  meantime"?  Mr.  Borden  has  given 
no  intimation  regarding  the  details  of  the  Government's  proposals. 
The  representatives  of  the  Canadian  people  in  Parliament 
assembled  will  be  the  first  to  hear  them.  There  have,  it  is  true, 
been  innumerable  suppositions  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the 
proposals  and  taking  these  suppositions  as  facts,  certain  critics 
have  undertaken  to  condemn  the  Government  in  advance. 
Nothing  could  be  more  unreasonable  or  unfair.  The  course 
followed  by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  whilst  adhering  to  his  policy, 
in  waiting  to  hear  what  the  Government's  policy  will  be  before 
pronouncing  upon  it,  is  certainly  far  fairer  and  more  dignified 
than  the  hasty  conclusions  of  some  critics. 


SOME  UN -NATIONAL  CONTENTIONS. 

There  are  those  who  do  not  believe  that  the  Government 
or  the  Dominion  should   ^dke  any  action  whatever,  others  are 
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adverse     to    action     unless    conditionally.     Prominent    amongst 
those  wh,,  have  expressed  their  views  on  the  rjuestion  is  Mr.  C   H 
Cahan.    K.f  .    of   Montreal.     Ft   is  not   necessary   to  ro  into  all 
the   details   of    Mr.    Cahan's    voluminous   correspondence    which 
has  appeared  in  the  columns  of  the  Montreal  Star.     The  salient 
point  of  his  arguments  will  suffice.     Mr.  Cahan's  principal  con- 
tention appears  to  be  that  nothing  should  lie  done  by  the  Dominion 
or    the    representatives   of    the    Canadian    people    in    Parliament 
assembled    imt.l    the    Dominion    is    accorded    representation    in 
Imperial  affairs.     He  would  hax  e  Canada  contribute  to  the  Naval 
defence  of  the  Empire  only,  to  use  his  own  words,   "on  conditions 
consistent  with  equality  of  citizenship  and  proportionate  partici- 
pat^ion  by  Canada  in  the  control  and  conduct  of  Imperial  affairs 
and  international  relations."     In  other  words,  Mr.  Cahan  would 
have  no  action  taken  u,  il  a  solution  is  found  for  a  problem  which 
to   again   quote   from    his   correspondence^-"  must    be   worked 
out  patiently  and  intelligently  in  the  face  of  difificulties  due  chiefly 
to  the  clearly  declared  desire  of  the  executive  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment to  retain  as  firmly  as  ever,  their  own  exclusive  control." 

Presuming     that    the    conditions     proposed    by    Mr     Cahan 
were  possible,  their  acceptance  would,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  involve 
the  Dominion  in  far  more  serious  obligations  and  responsibilities 
than  anything  that  can  be  contemplated  by  Mr.  Borden's  policy 
They  would  further  irrevocably  determine  the  Domini<m's  future 
s  atus.     But   Mr.   Cahan   as   a   lawyer,   versed   in   constitutional 
ques  ions,  should  know  that  the  conditions  he  proposes  are  not 
possible    as  they  would  involve  the  entire  reorganization  of  the 
British   constitutional   system   which   has   bee      evolved    through 
centuries  of  development,  and   is  not  likely  to  be  changed  in  a 
day.     While  in  one  sentence   Mr.   Cahan  declares   that   he  docs 
not  de-sire  to  say  one  word  against  Canada  contributing  her  full 
share  of  the  Xaval  defence  of  the  i: mpire.  in  the  next  he  stipulates 
conditions    which    under    the    circumstances    are    impossible.     If 
Mr.   C  ahan  s  contentions  imply  anything,  therefore,   they  imply 
that  any  action  whatever  on  the  part  of  Canada  would  be  inde- 
finitely delayed.     This  is  a  view  that  certainly  will  not  find  favor 
with  the  great  mass  of  the  Canadian  people.     A.  a  believer  in 
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Canadian  nationalism,  1  must  strongly  dissent  from  Mr   Cahan's 
contentions,  which,  it  seems  to  me,  are  utterly  at  variance  with 
the  true  principles  of  Cmadian  nationalism.     The  whole  force  of 
Mr.  (ahan's  argument,.,  in  fact  is  no     for  Canadian  nationalism 
but  for   a  hard    and  fast  Imperial    Federation,  it  is    not  for  an 
alliance  of  sister  nations  in  the  event  of  common  danger   but  for 
some  form  of  legislative  union.     Canada  to-day  posseses  complete 
autonomy  and  as  a   free   nation  she  can    take  any  action   she 
wishes.     It  IS  in  that  roh  that  she  should  act.     The  Parliament 
of  the  Dominion  as  an  autonomous  State  within  the  Empire  has 
full  power  and  authority  to  take  action  on  this  question  uncon- 
ditionally, if  It  sees  fit  to  do  so.     All  questions  must  be  of  minor 
consideration  in    comparison  v^n  tlie    pressing   interests   of  the 
Dominion  and  of  the  Empire.     The  representatives  of  the  Cana- 
dian  people   in    Parliament  assembled    must   face   this  question 
one  way  or  the  other  as  duty  and  the  national  interests  may  dictate 
It  seems  to  me  as  a  believer  in  Canadian  nationalism  that  it  will 
be  more  in  keeping  with  our  position  as  a  self-resoeaing    self- 
governing  people,   more  in  accordance  with   the  true  principles 
of  Canadian  nationalism,  that  whatever  action  is  taken  should 
be  perfectly  free  and  voluntary,  and  not  on  conditions  such  as 
proposed  by  Mr.  Cahan.  even  if   they  were  possible  which    they 
are  not  at  the  present  time. 


NATIONALISM  WITHIN  THE  EMPIRE. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  conviction  that  prevails 
throughout  the  Dominion  that  the  full  development  of  Canadian 
nationality  must  be  tUpendent  upon  British  connection.  Though 
Canadian  nationality  has  made  great  strides,  though,  to  uso  the 
memorable  words  of  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  Dom  nion,  Canada's 
national  sp.nt  has  developed  to  a  degree  which  few  Canadians 
even  realize,  though  some  Canadians  mav  look  forward  to  the 
day  when  with  the  full  development  of  that  national  spirit  the  Do- 
minion may  even  take  its  place  amongst  the  nations  of  the  world 
the  fact  remains  that  Canada  at  the  present  tim.  cannot  dissociate 
Itself  from  the  Mother  Country  and  the  rest  of  th.  Empire  and

If  we  have  national  prerogatives  we  must  n.)t  forget  that 
we  have  also  national  responsibilities  and  obligations. 

True  Canadian  nationalism  is  not  represented  by  the  utter- 
ances of  those  who  display  their  ignorance  of  history  by  declaring 
that  Canada  owes  nothing  to  Great  Britain,  but  by  that  Canadian 
national  spirit  to  which  the  Prime  Minister  of  Canada  has  referred 
a  spirit  as  broad  as  the  great  Dominion  itself,  a  spirit  which  though 
It  insists  that  the  interests  of  the  Dominion  must  always  be  the 
first  and  foremost  consideration  is  yet  willing  to  give  due  recogni- 
tion to  the  interests  of  the  Empire,  the  security  and  stability  of 
which  are  essential  to  the  full  development  of  Canadian  nationality. 

THE  ATTITUDE  OF  QUEBEC. 

The  attitude  of  the   Province  of  Quebec  on   this  question 
IS  frequently  misrepresented  in  other  portions  of  the  Dominion' 
and  perhaps  it  is  not  fully  understood  even  bv  the  Parliamentary 
representatives  of  the  other  provinces.     It  is  customary  in  some 
quarters  to  refer  to  the  French-Canadians  ..s  if  they  were  hostile 
to  Great  Britain  and  the  rest  of  the  Empire.     There  could  be  no 
gro.sser  libel  on  a  loyal,  devoted  and  patriotic  people.     The  mis 
take  too  commonly  made  by   English-speaking    Canadians  is  to 
think  that  French-Canadians  should  view  such  questions  through 
the  same  glasses  as  those  of   English.  Scotch  or   Irish   descent 
1  his.  of  course,  ,s  unnatural,  and  altogether  ten,  much  to  expect 
Irench-Can^iians  respect    the  British   flag,  because  they  regard 
It  as  the  guarantee  of  their  rights  and  liberties,  becau.se  they  are 
convinced  that  under  it  they  will  always  be  justly  t-eated      The 
people  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  are  primarily  and  essentially 
Canadians,  but  none  the  less  are  they  devoted  to  British  connec- 
tion and  true  to  the  interests  of  the  Empire.     On  more  than  one 
occasion   they  have  displayed   their  loyalty,  and   whenever  cir-

of   the  (luestion   of   naval   defence,   upon   which    th<'   .safetv   and 
stability  of  the  Dominion  must  so  largely  depend.
